Merced Grove

Yosemite’s quietest stand of sequoias is the Merced Grove, a group of about
20 trees accessible only on foot. It’s a four-mile round-trip hike (about three
hours) into the grove from Big Oak Flat Road (Highway 120 West). Located
3'/» miles north of Crane Flat and 4" miles south of the Big Oak Flat
Entrance, the trailhead is marked by a road sign and post labeled B-10.

Tuolumne Grove

This cluster of about 25 sequoias is near Crane Flat at the intersection
of Big Oak Flat and Tioga roads. The former route of the Big Oak Flat
Road leads downhill from Crane Flat into the grove. Now closed to cars,
this path drops 500 feet (150 meters) in one mile. The trip is moderately
strenuous on the uphill return. Within the Tuolumne Grove there is an
easy, half-mile, self-guiding nature trail.

Celestial features not visible
in many urban areas can be seen here. At dusk, look low in
the western sky for both Venus and Saturn.

August 12 The Perseid meteor shower should be at its
peak late tonight, and this year there's no moonlight to
interfere. The best time to watch is from 11:00 p.m. tonight
until dawn. Dress warmly and find a dark spot with an
open view of the sky. You may see a meteor once a minute
on average. The shower is active for several days before
and after its peak.
